STEAMHOATIKG 


M.U1KTWAIN ON ItAClXO. 


OF THE MISSISSIPPI IUVKR, AND DEDUO- 


TIOM8 TIIEItEFUOM. 


Mark Twain concludes his recollections of 


Olil Tituoa on the Mississippi with an enter- 
taining article, in which,among otber things 
he describes the old tiuio stearnhoat racing 
ai follows: 


"ISacing was royal fun. 
The puhlic al- 


ways had an idea that racing was dai 
whereas the very opposite w— 
that is, after tho lawB were passed which re- 
stricted each hoat to just so many pounds of 
steam to tho square inch. 
No engineer was 


ever sleepy or careless when his heart was 
in a race. 
He was .constantly oh the alert, 


trying gauge cocks ami watching things. 
The dangerous place was oti slow, popular 
boats, where the engineers drowsed around 
and allowed chips to get into the 'doctor' 
and shut oil tho water supply from the boil- 
ers. 


In .the "flush times' of eteamboating a 


race between two notoriously fleet steamers 
was an event of vast importance.. The date 
was set for it several weeks iu advance, and 
from that time forward the whole Mississip- 
pi Valley was in a state of consuming ex- 
citement. 
Politics ami the weather were 


dropped, and people talked only of the 
coming race. 
As the time approached, the 


two steamers 'stripped' 
and got ready. 


Every incumbranco that added weight, or 
exposed a resisting surface to wind or water, 
was removed, if the boat could possibly do 
without 
it. The Spars' and sometimes 


even their supporting derricks, were sent 
ashore, and no means left to set the boat 
afloat in case she got aground. 
When the 


Eclipse and A. L. Shotwell ran their great 
race twenty two years ngo, it was said that 
pains were taken to scrape the gilding off 
the fanciful device which hung between the 
Eclipse's .chimneys, and that for that one 
trip the captain left off his kid gloves and 
had his head shaved. 
But I always doubted 


these things. 


If the boat was known to make her best 


speed when drawing five and a half 
feet 


forward and five feet aft, she was carefully 
loaded to that exact figure—she wouldn't 
enter a dose of homojopathic pills on her 
manifest after that. 
Hardly any passengers 


were taken, because they not only add 
weight, but fbey 
never will 'trim 
boat_. 


They always run to the side when there is 
anything to see, whereas ft conscientious 
and experienced steamboatman would stick 
to the centre of the boat and part his hair 
in the middle with a spirit level." 


Again, lamenting the diminished length 


of the Mississippi, owing to the cut-offs, he 
drops into figures, and makes the astound- 
ing estimates which -would do credit to any 
scientist: 


"Therefore: tbo Mississippi between Cairo' 


and New Orleans was twelve hundred and 
fifteen miles long one hundred and seventy- 
sis years ago. It was eleven hundred and 
eighty after the cut-off of 1 r». It was ono 


aud^ vnud .forty uaftcr_thB_ American 


yeiirs ago.) 
It has lost eixty-seven miles 


since. 
Consequently its length is only nine 


hundred and seventy-three miles at pres- 
ent. 


Now, if I wanted to be one of those pon- 


derous scientific people, and 'let on* to 
prove what had occurred iu the' remote past 
bv what had occurred in a given time in tho 
recent past, or what will occur in the future 
by what has occurred in late years, what an 
opportunity is here! 
Geology never had 


such a chauco, nor such exact data to argue 
from! 
Nor 'development of species,' either! 


Glacial epochs are great things, but they are 
vague—va-.u '. 
1'leaso observe: 


Iu thy space of one liuudred and seventy- 


six yetir.s the lower Mississippi has short- 
ened itself two hundred and 
forty-t^o 


miles. That is an nvcnlge trifle over one 
mile aud a third pir year. 
Therefore, any 


culm person, who is not blind oridiotic, can 
see that in tho old Oolitic Silurian period, 
j-ist a million years ngo next November, the 
lower Mississippi river was upward of ono 
million three hundred thousand miles long, 
aud stuck out over the Gulf of Mexico like 
a fishing rod. And by tho same token any 
n rson can see that seven hundred ami forty 
two years from now the lower Mississippi 
will bo only a mile ami three-quarters long, 
and Cairo and New Orleans will have joined 
their streets together, and be plodding com- 
fin talily along under a single mayor and s 
mutual board of aldermen. 
There is some- 


thing fascinating about science. 
Ono gets

A 


screw driver was brought into use, and one 
by one the dniworu wore opened, and there 
iu the lower druwcr was found, to use Mr. 
Wood's owii word;/' "Mr. Ktit, half as big as 
tho water pitcher, anil looking directly at 
mo with a pair of tho wickodeit eyes. Then 
ho made a desperate jump directly iu my 
face." Mr, Wood had shut tho door, aud 
tho only thing he had to defend himself 
with was the small rattan.
